Feddersen 
discloses that resistor R15 is used for receiving a current and that the current starts to falls (see paragraphs 0028, 0032). The resistor 
does not provide any gain or amplify the power, thus such resistor element is a passive component 

Moreover, the Modern Dictionary of Electronics defines a "passive device" as a component that does not provide rectification, amplication 
or switching, but reacts to votlage and current. It also defines a "passive element" as a parasitic element, a circuit element with no source 
of energy or displays no gain (see pages being attached to Advisory Action). Resistor R15 of Feddersen functions in such way. 
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
